Johnson last night received a tele­ 
graphic summons to appear before 
a subcommittee of the Senate Judic­ 
iary committee W'hich is considering 
the nomination of Federal Judge 
James H. Wilkerson to the appellate 
bench. 
The district attorney’s testimony, 
it w'as believed, is sought by the 
senate committee in connection with 
a letter written to Senator Borah, 
chairman, by Frank J. Loesch, presi­ 
dent of the Chicago Crime Com­ 
mission

Ice escaped 
injury. Both machines were bad­ 
ly damaged. 
Rev. Yourd was removed to the 
hospital in an ambulance immedi­ 
ately following the accident, where 
the full extent of his injuries were 
not determined. He is suffering from 
bad lacerations of the scalp and 
face and a slight fracture of the 
skull. 
Has Good Night. 
At the hospital this morning it 
was stated that he had spent a very 
good night and that he was getting 
along as well as could be expected. 
While the indications are that he 
will recover in the near future, the 
fact that he sustained even a slight 
fracture necessitates him remain­ 
ing in the hospital for a time.

Note Confesses Cripe 
The note was a succinct verifica- 
jtion of a previous 
admission 
of 
guilt in the murder for which Pow^- 
I er.s paid the death penalty, the love- 
racket slaying of Mrs. Lemke, cred­ 
ulous divorcee, and strangulation of 
the Park Ridge widow and her three 
children, all of w'hom had been lur­ 
ed to Powers’ murder garage 
at 
Quiet Dell. 
Between the lines of the bizarre : 
note could bo read the p.sychopathic; 
introspection of Powers as he stud­ 
ied his strange emotional 
quirks 
w'hich led him into strange emo­ 
tional practices. He said: 
Believed Unnormal 
“I know I am not normal. Usually 
I am kind and affectionate but at 
times I have an overpowering urge. 
“At tliese times I have neither 
fear nor sympathy. 
“I am not this w'ay because I want 
to be. ’ 
Powers last note follows: 
“This is to certify that I have 
given to my medical advisor (Dr, 
H. J. Haynes who recently announc­ 
ed Powers had made a full confes­ 
sion in a first-person “life story”) a 
true and full-w'iltten account of my 
life and that I have de.scribed all 
my deeds, whether good or bad, in 
full and that they are true as de­ 
scribed. 
Felt No Regret 
“At no time during the committ­ 
ment. or after the committment, of 
any of my deeds have I felt any re­ 
gret or remorse. 
“On the other hand I have had a 
feeling of W'ell-being. 
“I know' I am not legally insane

Excise Tax On 
Coal Is Voted 


Amendment Is Passed By House 
At Meeting This 
Morning 


(BULLETIN)

26.—With 
the tax increase bill temporarily 
converted Into a tariff measure, the 
house today voted an excise tax of 
10 cents a hundred pounds on im ­ 
portations of all kinds of coal and 
coke. 
The amendment to the $1,096,000,- 
000 tax bill w'as offered by Rep. Bo­ 
land (D) of Pennsylvania. 
The vote was 113 to 67. 
'The house action, somewliat un­ 
expected, was hailed by representa­ 
tives of the coal regions of the 
country as a great victory. 
For at 
least three years they have been 
fighting without success for a tariff 
on coal. 
Many representatives from the oil 
regions joined hands with the “coal 
bloc” as a result of the house action 
in voting an excise tax on importa­ 
tions of foreign oil yesterday.

House Prepares 
To Vote On Tax 


Controversy Is In Store On 
Proposal Of New Tax 
Program

WASHINGTON, Mar. 26. — A

Brew Industry" of the country. 
The levy on m alt syrup, wort and 
grape concentrate used in making 
beer and wine was backed by the 
ways and means committee, but 
faced bitter opposition from many 
sources. 
The anti-prohibition leaders ridi­ 
culed the proposed taxes as a frank 
recognition th a t the Volstead law 
is flouted, and m any drys joined 
in the opposition on the ground th at 
better ways of raising money can 
be found. 
Modification of the 40 per cent 
grape concentrate tax was to be 
urged by Acting C hairm an Crisp 
fDi of Georgia of the ways and 
means committee so it would apply 
only to concentrate used for making 
alcoholic wine. 
A change in the 35 cents a gal­ 
lon tax on m alt syrup and extract 
used in bread-m aking also was to 
be proposed, while the committee 
m aintained its stand for a five-cent- 
gallon tax on wort. 
A vote also was expected on a 
proposed tax of four cents a gallon 
on lubricating oil, which is about 
the only article used by a m oto r/1 
still untaxed. 
As a result of the 
defeat on the sales tax, Crisp urged 
a modification of this tax to lessen 
the burden on m anufacturing con­ 
cerns. 
In defeating a proposed tax on 
2.75 per cent beer and approving an

look up the passenger lists and cruite 
often the 
desired 
information

secured and mailed back to

W ithout the name of the

BOSTON, Mar. 26.—Under ques­ 
tioning by police at Charles street 
jail today, Harry W. Mack, who 
claims the “Purple Gang” of De­ 
troit has the Lindbergh baby hidden 
in the far west, admitted that his 
story had been given to department 
of justice agents in Canada some 
tim e ago and that nothing ever came 
of it.

Resuming their salvage work where they left off last autum n, the divers of the Italian company, Sorima, 
will endeavor to make F a th e r N eptune cough up $5,000,000 in gold from the strongroom of the liner 
Egypt, which went to the bottom in 1922, near Brest, France, a f te r a collision with a French freighter. It 
took the salvagers three years to locate the wreck a n d three more to blast their way to the liner’s strong­ 
room. 
Last year they ripped the top off the cache and, with the treasure in full sight, were compelled to 
suspend operations owing to bad weather. However, the divers are sure that this year w ill see the huge 
store of gold safely within their grasp. With a new robot-like, metallic suit that enables them to work in 
com parative ease at a depth of 400 feet and a new grab of their own design, the salvagers consider the 
treasure as good as theirs. But there is a slight uneasiness as to whether the gold is still in the Egypt. 
W hen they abandoned the a ttem p t last year, they were obliged to leave the strongroom uncovered, and 
there is a possibility that the powerful cross-currents and terrific tides may have scattered the gold over 
the ocean floor. Back in 1930, ten of the fourteen men comprising the crew of the first Sorima expedition 
wera killed and the salvage ship Artigiio blown sky high.
